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Cotton Industry Sees Better 
Future in Self-Help Plan

“King” Cotton, one of the major commodities in 
American agriculture, is in trouble. 


It is «till the fiber w ith the 
qualities superior to all others. 
It is still a crop basic to the 
U. S. economy. 
Cotton 
helped 
build 
this 
nation. Cotton could and should 
hHp build the future. Despite 
troubles, there is every evidence 
that by seeking sound solutions 
to its many problems rather than j 
by placing reliance on the poli­ 
tical asylum of governm ent pro­ 
grams 
the cotton industry has 
a bright outlook. 
Already, 
somewhat 
disheart­ 
ened by the experiences of the • 
past, the industry, from producer 
to ginner to broker to retailer 
and textile m anufacturer, is pin- 
n.ng less and less hope on gov­ 
ernm ent’* ability to get the fiber 
out of trouble and m ore and 
more 
hop« 
on 
self-help 
pro­ 
gram*. 
ONE ASSET STANDS ab o \e, 
all others on the pro and con 
ledger of the cotton story: 
W ith the outstanding charac­ 
teristics of cotton as a 
fiber, 
a program to produce a quality 
product, com petitively priced and 
vigorously m erchandised is the 
answer. 
Criticism has been heaped on 
cotton both at home and abroad. 
From our own public forums to 
foreign parliament* critics have 
heaped verbal abuse on A m eri­ 
ca* cotton industry and cotton 
programs. 
Many are experts at criticism . 
Tew attem pt to seek sane, sound 
•olutions. 
But 
in th« opinion 
of 
the 
American Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion, representing a m ajority of 
cotton farmer* throughout the 
South and Southwest, the prob­ 
lem m ust 
be approached 
and 
solved on the basis of where we 
are rather than where we would 
like to be. 
IN DECIDIN G -where do we 
go from here—the direction we 
go may be more im portant than 
the distance we travel in a given 
time. 
Fundam entally, 
the 
cotton 
problem is one of too m uch pro­ 
duction, non-competitive pricing, 
and dwindling m arkets. 
Like the “chicken and the egg” 
dilemma it m atters very little 
which comes first—the overpro­ 
duction or the lost m arkets. 
The record is clear th at U. S. 
cotton traditionally has been a 
m ajor export item for the United 
States; 
that attem pts 
at 
gov­ 
ernm ent price fixing in the cot­ 
ton m arkets erected an um brella 
allowing competition to develop 
synthetics for textiles at home 
and to expand production of cot­ 
ton and synthetics abroad: and 
th at in a period of expanding 
U. S. population cotton consum p­ 
tion has declined severly. 
In 
1955, for instance, 
about 
nine m illion bales were convert­ 
ed to cloth as compared to 9.70Q.- 
000 back in 1940. During the 
game 15-year period the U. S. 
population increased 35 million 
and the use of gythetics tripled 
This happened despite the ex­ 
cellent campaign by the National 
Cotton Council and the A m eri­ 
can 
Cotton 
M anufacturers 
In­ 
stitute in dem onstrating cotton 
advantages over the other fibers 
and increased uses for the com­ 
modity. 
COTTON 
E X P O RT 8 
have 
plum m eted from a peak of 11 
m illion bales a year during the 
1920’* to last year’s record low 
of 2 li million bales. Fiscal year 
exports 
in 
1955-56’ 
m arketing 
dropped 55 percent below the 
cotton

At the same tune governm ent 
puce support and acreage allot­ 
m ent 
programs 
placed 
cotton 
acreage in 
1955 at the lowest 
point since 1883 and it was only 


through desperation 
efforts

the recent Congress that the a l­ 
lotment was prevented from de­ 
clining another four percent this 
year. 
Cotton yields last year reached 
an all-time high of 416 pounds 
per acre, some 137 pounds above 
the 10-year average. The latest 
report 
of

A griculture indicates that pro­ 
duction this year coupled with 
surplus stocks on hand in Com­ 
modity Credit Corporation w are­ 
houses will be almost sufficient 
to meet two years of normal de­ 
mand. The latest USDA estim ate 
indicates 13,268.000 bales and a 
yield of 408 pounds per acre for 
1956 output. 
IN 1955. SURVEYS made by 
the American Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration 
indicated 
that

in 1956 were likely to be the 
lowest in one hundred years ex­ 
cept during World War II and 
the Civil War period. 
Foreign cotton production, the 
AFBF told the House A gricul­ 
ture Committee in February, was

couldn’t put storm windows on his home when it was 
cold but didn’t put them on while the weather was mild 
because he didn’t need them.” 
One of the chief goals of the “ Back the Attack on 
Traffic Accidents” campaign is to urjfe motorists to 
winterize their cars before w inter really sets in. 
Chief Bruce emphasized that winterizing a car means 
more than chanjrinir oil and putting in anti-freeze. “Of 
great importance to safety of the motorist are the 
brakes, headlights, and other mechanical features of 
his car,” he said. 


“Live windshield wiper blades, defrosters in good 
working order, proper headlights. Rood tires and tire 
chains are all items the motorist can check now so 
they'll'be ready when he needs them.” 
National Safety Council tests proved that a pair of 
Rood tire chains are the best possible source of traction 
on traffic packed snow and ice. “Two full chains on rear 
tires are better than wishful thinking when the snow 
and ice conditions Ret bad,” the chief advised. “They 
will help eliminate traffic tie-ups as well as accidents.’’
